HERE is a soul satisfying sound 


about the word philanthropist— 
lover of man. It is the term 
universally applied to Nathan 


Straus, the New York merchant who 
has crowned a life of charity by es- 
tablishing 
pasteurized 
milk depots 


throughout America and Europe. If 
there were a word that meant lover 
of children, it would be still more ap- 
propriate to Mr. Straus, as he has 
saved the lives of thousands of little 
ones by bis pure milk crusade. This 
should entitle him to a fame as much 
above that of the conquerors as it is 
greater to give life or preserve It than 
it Is to take it away. 


Mr. Straus is the head of one of 


New York city's immense department 
stores. His brother, Oscar S. Straus, 
is a member of President Roosevelt's 
cabinet and was formerly minister to 
Turkey under President Cleveland.

park commissioner and president of 
the health board in New York city and 
has served on tlie forestry commission! 
in the state. In 1894 Tammany nomi- 
nated him for mayor, and the nomina- 
tion "was equivalent to an election. 
After considering the matter for "two 
•Jays Mr. Straus declined. He has pre- 
served his personal independence in 
politics and has refused to submit to 
party dictation. 
Only Nominal Prices Charged. 
In his philanthropic wort Mr. Straus 


has always avoided the appearance of 
giving charity, believing that this de- 
grades and pauperizes the recipient. 
He has insisted on those he helps pay- 
ing something if possible. This amount 
has always been less than the cost of 
the article to Mr. Straus and has been 
insisted on simply to preserve the self 
respect of the recipient Thus during 
the panic of 1893, when so many men 
were out of work in New York city and 
so much suffering prevailed among the 
poor, Nathan Straus established coal 
supply stations, grocery stores and 
sleeping houses throughout the city. He 
saw that the people were being robbed 
by the small coal dealers who sold in 
twenty-five or fifty pound lots. By es- 
tablishing several coal offices and buy- 
ing in immense quantities he was en- 
abled to sell the coal to the poor at 
about half what they had been paying. 
This represented a loss to Mr. Straus, 
but relieved the suffering. The same 
was true of-his groceries, in which 
work he was helped by J. Pierpont 
Morgan and others. The prices charged 
were little more than nominal, but the 
people still felt that they were paving 
for what they got In the sleeping 
houses the men only gnve 5 cents a 
night or prices as ridiculously small, 
but they did not have the sense of rc- 
celvJng without giving aa equivalent 
and so the great psychological law of 
recompense, which 3s so necessary to a 
feeling of independence, was not vio- 
lated. Later on, when Mr. Straus es- 
tablished the pasteurized niiJk depots 
Io the parks and on the puMic piers, ho 
Corked on the same principle. The 
**i1k was sold at a small amount per 
liottie or per glass, not nearly enough 
to repay the cost bnt still enough to re- 
move the sting of a patronizing chari- 
ty from Ihose helped. Even then the 
price was not insisted on in all cases. 


If a mother applied for milk for her 


Infant and snJd she was not able to 
pay, the niHk was given plndly. Xot 
only was pnstenr3z<»d niiSk furnished at 
these booths, but a physician was in 
attendance to advise mothers as to 
thrtr littl* ones. 
This sorxice wa* 


free of charge. Through such means 


had been over ninety iu a hundred, he 
reduced, it to twenty. In New York 
the year before he began his work 
the infant mortality during the five 
hot weeks of July and early August 
had been 136.1 per 1,000. 
The next 


year, after lie began distributing pas- 
teurized milk, it fell to 117.9. 


During ten years he kept up the dis- 


triSution, and. the death rate among 
children was still further decreased to 
72.1. 
He began by giving the milk 


free to physicians of the board of 
•health and those engaged in charita- 
ble work. 
Then he started erecting 


booths in tlie parks. In this- he was 
opposed by many officials and at first 
had little encouragement from any 
source. 
He persevered, however, ex- 


tending the work to Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and other cities, and the press 
began to comment favorably on his 
efforts. It was the writer's fortune to 
be an editorial writer on one of the 
New York dailies during- Mr. Straus' 
crusade and to assist in a small way 
by writing many editorials in bis be- 
half. I remember that at the begin- 
ning of one summer Mr. Straus had 
five pasteurized milk depots ready to 
open in various parks of the city. He 
offered to supply auy number of addi- 
tional booths that the city would erect 
with pasteurized milk free of cost ex- 
cept the nominal charges to patrons. 
The approrliation required was only 
the triflini sum of $8,000, and yet 
the official;/ were so slow that even this 
niggardly amount was nof forthcoming. 
Mr. Straus then erected twelve more 
booths himself, making seventeen in 
alL 


He had & similar experience in some 


European cities. 
Of one of these he 


said in an interview: 


"I had a desire to establish my milk 


system in tlae town of Lille, France, 
where the Infant mortality was—oh, 
I've forgotten the figures, but it was 
soraetliJHg frightful! I made the offer 
and endeavored to arrange for the 
acceptance ot tue sift, but it seemed 
there were too >nany ditficaltjes in the 
w-ay _ officinJ diraculties, precedents, 
Ted tape and all the rest of it" 


Honored by Royalty. 


Nevertheless lie did succeed an En 


rope, and now hi<3 miik depots arc to 
be found in many cities. Not only so 
but at a recent Internationa! pure milk 
congress Mr. Straus was given an ova 
tion. He has been weived and hon 


by royalty for his work abroad 
throng!) bis efforts France. Gar 


many, England and other, foreign na 
lions 1m c been awakened to the Im 
pure milk peril almost as much as has 
fals own land. Recently Mr. Straus 


epciit foui'tcon uiontlm ubraul for tho 
jurpose of prenchiu},' bis crusade for 
he preservation of life and In that 
ime made great progress. In Sniid- 
huuseit, a siuull vlllaj-e iicsu- lleldel- 
btjrjr, the establishment, of u piiHtcurizu- 
iou jilaut cttUBed un Immediate fall in 
he dcitlh rate of children. In Knrls- 
•uhe the dowjiger 
Grand Duchess 


julse of Bavaria ga^e her'cordial sup- 
port to Mr. Straus iu tli« establishment 
if a pusteuri/ution plant, as did the 
CountesS of Aberdeen, vice reiu«S of 
Ireland, in Dublin; the Princess Ar- 
uulf of Bavaria, in Munich, and Dr. 
E. W. Hope, officer of health. In Liv- 
erpool. Baron von Bcinertli, ministe'r 
of tlie interior of Austria, promised 
Mr. Straus to introduce the posteuriza- 
:iou of milk throughout that country, 
and the demonstrations given by Mr. 
Straus in Frankfort, Berlin and Vienna 
wcjre attended by physicians, men of 
science, .philanthropists and govern- 
ment and health officials. 
'. Mr. Straus' platform in this work 
nay be judged by this vigorous sum- 
ping xip: "Neither war nor pestilence 
lor famine claims as many victims as 
jjnpiire milk. It Is the most terrible 
'op of humanity, all the more because 
It gives no outward bign of the dan- 
ger. Let us pasteurize our milk sup- 


lv. Let us have for our motto. 'Medi- 
ines and hospitals are possible cures, 
nile pasteurization is positive pre- 


vention.' " 
Supported by the Government. 


In. America even greater success has 


attended his crusade. A year or more 
ago the government came to his sup- 
port. The agricultural department, aft- 
er thorough tests, gave out a report 
that agreed with all of Mr. Straus' con- 
tentions and urged the pasteurization 
or boiling of railk in all cities, villages 
and homes of the land The warning 
awakened" the medical profession, the 
health Boards and the public generally 
to the peril of impure milk. Since then 
the work has been going forward more 
rapidly. It takes a long time to get the 
great inert mass of humanity to mov- 
ing—it has taken Mr. Straus fifteen 
years, and much yet remains to be 
done—but, once started, it goes with' its 
own momentum. This movement will 
proceed with all the greater force be- 
cause it will have behind it the love of 
children. Once let mothers and fathers 
thoroughly understand that impure 
milk means the possible murder of 
their little ones, and pasteurization will 
be swiftly established from ocean to 
ocean. 


At the time the government gave out 


its report on the snbject it also impart- 
ed a formula for home pasteurization. 
This I do not^remember in detail, but 
it will be supplied uny one^trmting to 
the agricultural department at Wash- 
ington and asking for the bulletin. As 
I recall the formula it is tq bring the 
milk slowly alid getftly to the boil and 
then let it as gradually cool. It should 
be kept above a certain temperature— 
not the boiling point, however—for 
some time, as that is- necessary to kill 
tlie germs. If alloWied to boil too vio- 
lently or too long, tile life giving prop- 
erties in the -milk are killed. Better 
than home pasteurization, however, is 
the establishment of pasteurization 
plants in ajl cities and villages of the 
country. 


JJathan Straus, the man who is chief- 


ly; responsible for bringing this peril to 
thle. attention of mankind, and not only 
sp,J'but who has done more than any 
other dozen men to remove the dan- 
ger, was born in Rhenish Bavaria in 
1848. His father was Lazarus Straus, 
who came to this country before the 
war, going into business at Talbotton, 
Ga. 
Mr. Straus was a pronouncec 


Union man, however, and secession 
sentiment was so strong about him 
that he was compelled to move to Co- 
lumbus, Ga. 
In 1S65 he&jgain re- 


moved, this time to New York, where 
he went into the crockery business un- 
der, the name of L. Straus & Sons. 
'Nathan up to this time had been in 
Lavant college, but now at the age of 
seventeen went on the road for the 
firm. In 1S74 he took charge of the 
crockery department of his present 
business house, a few years later was 
made a member of the firm, and now, 
with his brothers, controls a majority 
of the stock. 
Authors and Speakers of Ability 


Of these brothers there are two— 


Hon. Oscar S. Straus, already men 
tioned, and Isidor Straus, almost as 
well known, since he has been a mem 
ber of congress and prominent in his 
opposition to a protective tariff anc 
free silver. 
There is no family In 


New York more thoroughly respected 
than the three Straus brothers. They 
belong to that high type of philan- 
thropic Jews of which the world con- 
tains many noble examples. They are 
unostentatious, cultured, public spir- 
ited, intellectual and given to good 
works. All are authors and speakers 
of ability, all have held high public 
place, all arc capable business men, 
and all are objects of public esteem. 


Of the three, Xatban Straus excels 


in works of philanthropy. He is rath' 
er slight in build, of nervous, intellec- 
tual face, which is covered by a fnl 
beard running to two points. 
Mr 


Straus has a hoiae of quiet elegance, 
loves a fast horse and tells a goc*l 
story on occasion. One tale of hi» re- 
lates to a stableman. One mornin 
Mr. Straus found this man rubbing 
the leg of one of his trotters with 
spike nail dipped in liniment 
When 


asked what he was doing the mai; 
replied that tlie directions said to ap 
p!y the medicine "with a nail or tooth 
brush," and as lie hnd no toothbrush 
he thought if he had to use a nail he 
had better take a spike. The stable 
man "was evidently not acqnaintec 
with nailbrushes.
